I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December  196jD<, 

It  is  heartening  to  note  that  the  Registrar  General  estimated 
that  there  had  been  an  increase  of  35^  in  the  population  during  the  year 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  trend  will  continue  in  the  future. 

Live  Births  were  two  fewer  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  of 
those  tho  iliogitiirate  births  were  increased  from  3 to  5*  Still  births 

wero  also  down  from  1 to  NIL.  There  was  a decrease  of  4 the  infant 

mortality  rate. 

There  were  8 more  deaths  than  in  the  previous  year  and  of  those 
tho  majority  were  causod  by  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system. 
There  was  an  increase  in  female  deaths  from  vasular  Lesions  of  the 
Central  Nervous  System  from  4 to  15. 

Cancer  deaths  were  4 more  than  in  1959  (Cancer,  lung  tho  same 
and  Cancer,  Stomach  increased  by  2). 

There  wero  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosi.s  during  tho  year  and  the 
notifications  of  Pulmonary  disease  was  reduced  from  9 to  5?  mostly  in  the 
higher  ago  groups.  Once  again  there  wore  no  notifications  of  Non 
Pulmonary  disease. 

Notifications  of  infections  disoasos  foil  from  36  to  10  and  of 
these  9 Uoro  cases  of  measles. 

No  cases  of  food  Poisoning  wore  notified  during  tho  yoar.

Rivers  and  Streams: 


There  are  no  industries  in  the  district  to  pollute  the  rivers  and 
streams  but  there  are  soub  careless  individuals  who  insist  oi  throwing 
tins  and  refuse  into  the  streams.  Vfarning  notices  are  posted  in  some 
localities  to  cease  this  undesirable  custora  but  it  is  difficult  to 
achieve  positive  re  suit  s» 

Refuse  Collect icn; 

The  Council  have  provided  a satisfactory  covered  lorry,  the  necessary 
staff  and  a number  of  refuse  disposal  sites  and  undertakes  by  direct  labour 
the  scavenging  of  the  scattered  built-up  villages  and  houses  en  route 
throughout  the  14  parishes,  v/hich  involves  approximately  36O  miles  per 
week.  The  scheme  has  now  been  extended  to  include  the  Parish  of  Pennal* 
Twice  weekly  collections  are  made  in  the  Corris,  and  Llanegryn  areas. 

Smoke  Abatement; 

No  action  was  taken  in  this  respect  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools: 

There  are  no  public  nor  privately  owned  swimming  baths  open  to  the 
public.
